graphical situation of Cuba provides 
t^o seasons only, ffie wet and the dry. 
Einring the latter rains are not frequent, 
being atoned for, however, by the 
abundance • f the dew, but in the rainy 
season Jupiter Plnvius seems to tom 
bimeelf louse to excel all previous ef- 
forts, and fiom 125 toI40 inches of rain 
are not uncommon, there being als <ut 
102 days \.ben the rain oomes down 
not in drops, but in sheets, in mass* s, 
in tubfuls at a time, as though tiie 
windows of the heavens were opened 
and the floods of the great aerial deep 
bad broken looee. So abundant is t jo 
rainfall, in fact, that, as a recent travel- 
er remarks, the wonder is that any is- 
land remains: that the whole is not d s- 
solved and carried off into the sea. But 
in Cnba no '<ne minds the rain. 

Notwithstanding the peculiarities of 
its coast line, Cnba has more than 200 
excellent p<>rt8. The principal of tbes.. 
are Havana, Bahia Hondo, Puerto de 
Cabanas, M 'tanaas, Ciardenas, Sagna la

The pineapple is indigeiinns t<> 
the soiL There were, at the time of the 
discovery of the island, six varieiiea o' 
the sweet potato cultivated by the ua 
live Indiana, as well as the yncca or ca 
vassa and Indian com. Alihuogli ti 
forests are dense, very nearly im)s)De 
trable, they are inliabited by no wild 
animals IsTger than the wild dogs, which 
are, in fact, small wolves. Tliese ari 
pests to planters, as tliey destroy quaiiti 
ties of poultry and young cattle. Thi 
jotia, a small animal resembling a musk 
rat, living in trees and having the haliits 
of the raccoon, is the only iKher animal of 
importance that is foond. Birds in great 
Dnmber and variety here make tbeir 
homes, aiSfi many migratory fowls nae 
the island for a breeding place.

ini-e of Santiago de Cnba, at the eastern 
end Ilf the island, may profitably be cit- 
ed. These valuable mines, tbnngh dis- 
covered nearly a oentnry ago. never felt 



hum of fmiifnl labor stirred all the air. 
The cost of making sngar was gradual- 
ly reduced by the introdnetion of labor 
saving uiaclnnery, and the bnsiness set- 
tled down to a paying basis, and by the 
increased power of prodnetiou the de- 
mand for coje grew, planters were eiv 
ennraged, and the fruitful island began 
to Wear a prueperons air. The tobacco 
planters and maunfacturers also iui- 
proved tboir methods, and this rival 
product kept even pace with its saccha- 
rine competitor. The annual sngar crop

but let ns revert to the first branch 
of the subject — the island proper in its 
ei.tirefy. The coast contour of Cuba is 
broken with hundreds of inlets, all of 
tlieiii harbors in greater or less degree, 
tacit liaviiig its small furtifi:'-ations, i's 
villiigeb and its special industries. The 
prut! le of the island, to quote the lan- 
guage of the railroad eugineer, is varied 
and picturesque, here a high pea 
tliere a valley, there a plain. Beginniu<> 
at bantiagu de (.'uha, the most easterly 
of the six provinces, and proceeding 
westward tbrongb Puerto Priucipi 
buuta Clara, Matanzas Habaua and to 
the laud's end of Pinar dttl Rio, the 
tiiurist Traverses magnificent stretches 
of ^ lutr.'.y and '•mssi-s innumerable val 
leys, skirts 1 igh monntaius and follows 
deej) and p’cturesqne gorges, but the 
niouiiTains iNicome hills, and these aie 
gradually shaded down until in the ex- 
treme west a surface, generally level, is 
ri ached, although iu the vicinity of the 
(^ueen City, Havana, small bat rugged 
peaks, with precipitous sides, may be 
seen in many directions along the shore 
The Wrerka of War. 

But it is not with the beauties that nn 
ture has shed broadcast that the travel- 
er’s thoughts are occupied while Lu 
threads his way among the wrecks that 
war has made. His mind is charged 
w itli luelaui holy as be views the bun 
eil out canetields, the neglecteil tobacco 
plantations, the mins of stately resi 
deuces that lift up their blackened armi 
ill mute but penetrating outcry against 
the barbarit.es of conflict and the cur.- 
of tvraniiv.

For the spirit of the people ia light 
and gay. The Latin mind is volatile 
and not givim to mourning. Grief here, 
like hati^, ia violent while it lasts, but 
smiles and langbter follow swiftly. 

The race charsoteristioe are distinctly 
Latin. The Cuban lady is charming. She 
moves with simple elegance, invariauly 
having that great deaideratnm of id oat 
American women — an unaffected and 
graceful carriage. Bonnets and bats are 
things which, for the most part, she 
happily knows not at all, bnt she wears 
across her glancing shoulders or lightly 
thrown over her bead a shawl of white 
or black lace. The highest examples of 
her are almost matchless as types of glo- 
rioiis, dark, feminine betnty, with tbeir 
slight, well --oniided figures, tbeir wealth 
of billowy, blue black hair and the 
finely chiseled features of their sweet 
oval fac«8, which seem, after all, bnt the 
fit setting of glcorions eyes, dark as 
night, soft as velvet, yet bright as win- 
ter stars. That the Cuban lady is not 
lacking in mentality, in native wit, 
cleverness and understanding she has 
often proved when transplanted to more 
stimulating climates. She has been a 
leader in the brilliant intellectual salons 
of Paris, and if at home she is seldom 
distingnisbed by high intellectual ao- 
oompflshments it may charitably be 
supposed to be chargeable to a climate 
which renaers protracted mental effort 
a real pain even to trained mimis. 

Under the favorable conditions of 
peace, when homes have not been msr- 
red and pollnted by the rough and de- 
grading touch of the trooper, the Cnbsm 
girl of quality is reared in the strictest 
I refinement, and even the poor are more 
I regardful of the proprieties than they 
I are under the demoralizing inflnence of 
war. Bat the edneation of Cuban chil- 
dren has been sadly neglected. As late 
as 18-55 not a primary school could be 
found iu towns boasting 2,500 or 8,000 
inhabitants.

As the capital, metropolis and chief 
seaiHirt of Cnba, it is one of the best 
known cities in the American hemi- 
sphere. -Its splendid harbor, its commer- 
cial iuiportance, its climate and the 
tinge of romance that ever attaches to 
its people have made its fame world- 
wide. Havana has about 260.000 inhab- 
itants. It was founded bnt 23 years aft- 
er the discovery by Colnmbns and has 
always been the commercial empurinm 
of the Antille). 

F’ew cities have such besutifnl parks 
aud driveways as Havana. The great 
Plaza de Annas is the chief. It com- 
prises four parks, iu 'the center of which 
is a statue of Ferdiuond VIL Then there 
are the Alameda de Panla, bordering cm 
the bay, aud the Campo de Marte, used 
as a drill ground for the military. This 
is au enormous park. It has four haud- 
soDie gates, named respectively Colon, 
Cortez, Pizarro and Taeon. The Paseo 
de Tucou is a magnificent drive with 
doable rows of trees. It has numerous 
columns and statues, among the iatti - 
one of Charles III, nr^.ing among the 
finest works of art in .iinerica. 

The commerce of Havana is only snr- 
pa.-sed iu the new world by that of New 
York. Two-thirds of the prodnets of 
j Cuba find outlet tbrongb Havana. The 
I exjuirts of sugar alone are annually 
I about 120,000,000 pounds. 

I Havana was first called San Cristo- 
I bal de la E ibana, in honor of Colnm- 
I bos, bnt gre.dnally the prefix was drop- 
j ped. Havr >a has been frequently at 
' tacked from the sea. Drake tried to ta' - 
i it in 1585, bnt failed. In 1762 a British 
I fleet under Admiral Pocock bombardeJ 
'' the city and compelled it to capitulate,

Beall's loHom friend was Wilkes Booth, 
who when he learned of bis friend’s fate 
iiurried to Washington to get old 8en- 
ator Hale, from New Hamp«hire, to in- 
terfere in Beall's behalf, and Senator 
Hale consented. John W. Foiney was 
also interested, and both tugetiier they 
g»ine<l au audience with the Chief Ex- 
ecutive. Ahmliani Liiimln. Lincoln was 
much afl'ected and piumise*! to t'om- 
miite Beall’s sentence, and if it coul 1 be 
to pardon him. 

•Steward and Stanton ronstitnteii the 
oppusiiiou, and preferred grossly incor- 
rect charges against Beall, which dis- 
arme<l IJiicoln's clemency and Beall was 
hanged. Wilkes Booth swore to kill (he 
man who had lirnl him, and his ven- 
geance waa carrieil out, when from the 
stage he firetl into the Presulent's Isix at 
Font’s Theater, and as Father Major 
says, killed au, honest friend of the 
South. 

Father Major was a friend of Father 
Ryan, the pot‘t priest of the .Sriitli, mnl 
to him the first co(iy af “The .Story Run- 
neth Thus’’ was sent by the author 
Father Major tells an interesting story 
of an interview Iretween F'atlier Ryan 
and Gen. Ben Butler. “Sir,” said Gen 
Butler to him, “1 have lieen tuUI that 
you refusetl lo bury Federal sol- 
diers of your faith. Is it true ?” “It is 
not true, General,” replie<l Father Ryan 
“There is no Feileral sohiier I would not 
burv if I could.”
